It was between 3 and f o clock In 


ythe morning ivhen Porter George Mo- 
' F.adyen of the Pairchance Hotel, mak- 


ing nis rounds discovered flre leaping 
from the building just across the 
street, a. frame structure owned by 
Paul Kovnlohiclt, and occupied by his 


* son Andrew as a, store in which, con- 
r fectionery anil cigars are sold 
Me 


t Fadyen at once gav;e the alarm arous- 


ing people in the hotel first Soon tha 
wprd passed ifrom house- to house, and 


I a large force of people collected at the 
5 scene of the 
flre 
The flames were 


pourine out ot the top story of tlie 
frame buildintr, probably having been 
? started by the crossing of electric 
1 wires. The flre company, which has 


no water supply at its command, was 
' soon on tho scene with tho chemical 


engines, and tho effects of the flre- 


„ fighters soon "begun to tell. Only the 
I top -was burned out of the building 


Everybody worked with a. will, be- 
cause Falrchance knows that If a flre 
gfts i a. start there, there la no -water 


, Bupply to check it, and all the build- 
*• ings and homos are trnme with few 
i exceptions. 
The blaze was 
oxtin- 


v euished after an hour's work, and 
i. everybody went home 
^ At 5 o'clock Harry N^ Ward, a hos- 


tler on a Southwest engine standing 
on the (Siding, noticed the flre again 
blazing up in the haM burned building 
He immediately began blowing the 
whistle ot toe engine, and the citizens 
began, pouring out once again 
This 


"• time the flre was not so easily extin- 


guiahed 
The building is located be- 


tween frame structures, and the chem- 
ical engines did not'succeed In doing 
their work so welL

It began to look quite ^serious, as 


buckets of •water were having little 
effect on tne flre Then Proprietor J. 
W Gribble of. the Albion Hotel thought 
ot a scheme He has an electric mo- 
' tor In his building, -with, connections 


with the creek. A line of hose was 
rigged up, connecting with, this force 
motor, "which supplies a tank on top of 
the hotel. With this single stream of 
1 -water playing on the building, the flre 


was- confined within the building store 
itself.
